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BORAH TO CLOSE 
ARGUMENT IN THE 


HAYWOOD TRIAL 


FAMOUS CASE WILL PROBABLY 


GO TO THE JURY SATURDAY 


MRS. STEDNENBERG PRESENT 


When the Senator Demanded the Life 


of Man Who is Said to Have In- 


stigated Husband's Murder. 


e, Ida., July 26.—United States 


Senator Borah opened the closing 
argument for the state in the Haywood 
case, following Clarence Darrow, who 
spoke for 11 hours. Senator Borah be- 
gan by declaring that 
the state 


did not want Haywood convicted of 
any crime for which Orchard or Petti- 
bone or Moyer or Simpkins or any- 
body else was responsible, and desired 


• a verdict of guilty only if the evidence 


was -deemed sufficient to warrant such 
a conclusion. The senator denounced 
Clarence Barrow's statement that the 
jurors' 
minds had been poisonei 


against the defendants in this "case. 
Nowhere, he declared, could a fairer 
trial have been held than in Boise; no 
defendant ever sat in a courtroom 
•where there was a greater desire tor 
an absolutely impartial and just trial. 
"We are not here fighting organized 
labor. We are not here fighting the 
•weak or the poor. 
Neither are we 


here to consent that organized labor 
shall be a shield to crime. This is not 
an Industrial war, as my eloquent 
friend of the defense would have you 
Lelieve. We are not arraying class 
against class, or one phase of society 
against another. We are here in the 
Interest of lav/, of justice, of fairness. 
That is all." 


Senator Borah declared that Attor- 


ney Darrow in his address to the jury 
had offered subtle justification for 
everything 
charged against the de- 


fense. He set himself up in defiance 
of all the laws of jmblie decency. "If 
the doctrine that Darrow preached to 


.^ you ,be, irue,. I _amjnpt^ surprised that 


these men committed murder,""said 
Senator Borah, who then turned upon 
Attorney Richardson 
and 
declared 


that if Orchard is crazy it was no 
compliment to one of the greatest law- 
yers in the west that the maniac did 
not disclose any of his insanity in a 
peek's cross-examination. 


"I do not know what your verdict 


trill be in this case," said Senator 
Borah, "and I don't believe anybody 
knows. There is one thing I do know, 
and that is that you will never get 12 
men in the state of Idaho to turn 
Harry Orchard loose, and you never 
will get any man as governor to turn 
him loose. Orchard has been prom- 
ised no immunity, and it I should ever 
liave- anything to do with such a bar- 
gain as that, I should want the great 
God-40 wither my right arm till it fell 
from its socket. We are not asking 
for vicarious atonement in this case, 
like the defense, but we want no com- 
promise. We know one man is guilty; 
it Is for you to determine whether 
there are others." 


The prosecution will conclude by 


tonight. Tomorrow Judge 
Fremont 


Wood will instruct and charge the jury. 


Mrs. 
Steunenberg, widow of the 


murdered governor, appeared in the 
courtroom for the first time since the 
trial opened 
Boise, Idaho, July 26—Senator 


Borah will consume all of today's ses- 
sion and complete his summing up 
for the state in the case of William 
D. Haywood tonight. 
It is not like- 


ly that the case will go to the jury 
until tomorrow. 


Three thousand 
people 
besieged 


the court house this morning in an 
effort to gain entrance to hear 
the 


senator complete his argument. 


Judge Wood however, ordered that 


none be admitted after all the seats 
were filled, but the crowd remained 
outside, hoping for a chance to get 
inside. 


Borah's summing up is mainly a 


presentation of the state's case. He 
is- not evading any of the charges of 
the defense against Orchard, but ad- 
mits them and then declares that no 
matter what Orchard said or did in 
the past he is telling the truth now. 


Plunging immediately into the con- 


spiracy charge when court 
opened 


this morning Borah insisted that ev- 
ery witness called by the state had 
added to the chain of circumstances 
making the paths 
of Orchard and 


Haywood lie together. 


"The crooked and devious trail of 


this arch fiend," he declared, repeat- 
edly, "leads direct to the blood spat- 
tered ruins of the Independence de- 
pot—from the spattered, broken gate- 
way in Caldwell, stained 
with 
the 


lifeblood of one of Idaho's greatest 
men to the Denver offices of the Fed- 
eration and 
to the 
very 
desks of 


Mover and Haywood." 


Taking up the chain 
of 
circum- 


ftances adduced in connection 
with 


Orchard's operations 
in 
Colorado, 


Borah declared it was because Davis 
Easterly, Aikmau and Parker knew 
his part in the Bunker Hill explosion 
that they trusted him. 


' Arid when he killed Beck and Mc- 


Cormick," 
Borah declared in sten- 


torian tones, "they received him on 
their common level. ' He was from 
them and one of them."

TARIFF LEAGUE 


ATTACKS 
PACT 


BETWEEN COUNTRIES 


New York, July 26.—A declaration 


that the tariff trade agreement be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
recently promulgated by President 
Roosevelt, is contrary to law and to the 
policy of protection, was adopted by 
the board of managers and executive 
committee of the American ^Protective 
Tariff league, at a meeting just held 
in this city. A resolution in opposition 
to this agreement was offered by Wil- 
liam F. Draper of Hopedale, Mass. It 
was adopted unanimously and will be 
sent to President Roosevelt, members 
of the cabinet and members of con- 
gress. It declares that although the 
customs administrative act provides 
that all ad valorem duties shall be 
assessed at the actual market value in 
the principal markets of the country 
from which the goods are exported, 
this agreement construes the market 
value to be the price fixed for export 
whenever the merchandise is sold 
wholly for export. Complaint was 
also made that the executive branch 
of the government has waived the re- 
quirement imposed by the legislative 
branch that foreign manufacturers 
show the cost of manufacture. 
It is 


declared that these modifications will 
result in a reduction of 10 to 25 per 
cent in the ad valorem duties assessed 
on German products.

New York, July 2C.—Having tasted 


blood when Frank H. Warner was run 
down and fatally beaten and wildly 
enraged over repeated murders, assas- 
sinations and fiendish attacks 
upon 


girls, New York is mob crazy today, 
and a man who slashed the face of a 
street car motorman was chased by 
the infuriated crowd until he jumped 
into East river and was diowned 


While the Brooklyn mob was chas- 


ing its victim, a crowd of angry men 
was 'storming the Dorp S. I., police 
station, demanding Joseph Nopwyaki, 
who is chargel with attacking five- 
year-old Annie Falkowcko. 
Lieuten- 


ant Wilson sent a huriied call for the 
reserves. 
With drawn revolvers the 


police surrounded the man and held 
off a mob of 200 men and women. A 
dozen of similar attacks upon children 
have aroused public indignation and 
Police Commissioner 
Bingham 
has 


thrown up his hands. He admitted to- 
day that his men were unable to cope 
with the situation. It is feared that 
the Black Hand and other organiza- 
tions of criminals will take advantage 
of the public confusion. 


CRIME A DISEASE 


And an Epidemic May be Created 


Unless Prompt Repressive Meas- 


ures are Adopted. 


New York, July 26.—"Unless imme- 


diate radical steps are taken to put 
a stop to the'epidemic of crime that 
is raging in this city 
the 
whole 


country will become infected with the 
desire for murder and an"* epoch of 
bloodshed will follow." 


This statement was made yesterday 


by Rev. Dr. Isaac K. Funkfhead of the 
firm of Funk & Wagnalls, and widely 
known as a psychologist. 


"Quick trials and justice of the se- 


verest kind meted out to the guilty are 
needed to put a stop to the 
crimes 


which are endangering our city," said 
Dr. Funk. 


"Crime is a disease, and it is just 


as contagious as smallpox. It is a 
nervous affection. Persons of excitable 
temperament, on seeing or hearing of 
horrible crime, are seized with a mad 
desire to commit similar ones. It is 
an acknowledged scientific, fact that 
this disease of crime Is contagious. 
Investigation has proved it beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. We see a person 
yawn and we instantly imitate him. 
In the same way persons of certain 
temperaments instinctively 
imitate 


the crimes of the others. 


'With the enormous immigration of 


hot-headed people of several European 
countries crime has been ^pn the in- 
crease. But the infection is not con- 
fined merely to foreigners. 


"The yellow newspapers are in a 


measure responsible for the prevalence 
of crime. In sensational manner they 
flaunt the stories of criminal acts be- 
fore the public, thus encouraging and 
exciting people to similar deeds. 


"It is dangerous to give publicity to 


crimes. Why not make virtue a sensa- 
tion? It is so rare nowadays that it 
has twice the interest of crimes to 
healthy-minded people. 


"I am not prepared to say that im- 


migration to this country should stop, 
but I do say that immigrants should 
be closely watched and encouraged in 
good morals and properly educated."

INVOLVING THE RATE LAI 


Nothing Was Accomplished and No 


Basis of Amicable Settlement 


Could be Reached. 


Raleigh, X. c., July 26.—A confer* 


ence was held here between Governor 
Glenn and Edward T. Stanford, as- 
sistant United States attorney gen- 
eral, concerning a basis of settlement 
between the state and the Southern, 
railway, involving the 
jurisdiction, 


of state and federal courts. Noth- 
ing 
was 
accomplished.

Glenn emphasized the statement that 
it would be useless for the railways to 
make any proposition that did not first 
provide that the state rate law should 
go into effect pending the result Of 
the litigation, and that if the railroad* 
refused his offer, the state wouli in • 
peuectly legal way continue to exe- 
cute the law as he sees it 
If neces- 


sary he announced he will call an ex- 
tra session of the general assembly 
that it might act as It saw fit on all 
matters affecting the pending litiga- 
tion. That, as he gets hia authority 
and power through it, that body alone 
by way of eminent domain, etc., can 
control .and regulate railroads acting 
in deflaace of both the law and the 
proceedings of the legally constituted 
state courts.

Southern railway to appeal to the SB-' 
preme court, North Carolina, in the 
Wake county case, in which the com- 
pany was fined ?30,000, and if decid- 
ed against it to go by writ of error 
to the supreme court of the United 
States; each side to co-operate to have 
both cases advanced, argued together 
and speedily determined; the state at 
its option to indict the Atlantic Coait 
line in one case for violation of the 
rate law; all other Indictments to 6e> 
stopped pending a final determination" 
ot the case; the governor to advise all 
people against bringing penalty suits 
pending a final determination, and to 
ask the people as a whole to acquiesce 
In these arrangements, the injunction, 
suit pending before Judge Pritchard to 
be diligently prosecuted -wlthoit the> 
state waiving any question of JnrlsdUs 
tion."

Disturbances Followed the Attempt of 


Yiddish 
Women to 
Boycott the 


Kosher Butchers, Who Increased 
the Price of Mejt—Ghetto Custom- 
ers Roughly Handled. 


Philadelphia, July L'6. — Incipient 


iot<j followed the efforts of Yiddish 
women to boycott the kosher butch- 
rs In the Jewish quarter here. The 
butchers had increased the price 


meat. All through the 
ghetto 


here 
were 
fieice 
outbreaks, in 


vhich persons who attempted to pat- 
onize the stores were roughly han- 
dled. In several instances the stores 
were sacked and the meat destroyed. 
The women gathered in front of the 
stores and seized every person who 
entered 
The meat the customers had 


purchased was taken away from them 
and tossed in the streets after coal oil 
or acid had been poured over it. In 
hree shops oil was poured over every 
piece 4>f meat, the chopping blocks 
and counteis were overturned, and 
the windows in the stores were de- 
molished. 


Because most of the disturbers were 


women, the police at first hesitated to 
use forcp in trying to disperse the 
mobs in front of the stores, but as the 
situation became more serious, they 
were finally compelled to use severe 
measures, and a number of men and 
women were sent to the hospitals suf- 
fering from injuries received in resist- 
ing the officers. None was seriously 
hurt, howtver, and the authorities 
now have the situation well in hand. 
The kosher butchers met and decided 
to close their stores until the whole- 
salers shall reduce the price on meats 
to a scale that will enable the retailers 
to sell to their customers at prices 
within their means. 


A meeting was held later in the cen- 


ter of the troublous district, at which 
the disturbers were advised to use less 
strenuous methods, but to fight the 
butchers by refusing to buy meat or 
anything else in their stores. The 
butchers plan to retaliate by having 
the "shockets" cease killing chickens 
and poultry, so that those participat- 
ing in the boycott can not secure a 
supply of flesh from this souice. 


Arnador in Paris. 


Paris, July 26.—Dr. Manuel Amador, 


president of the Republic of Panama, 
who is traveling through Europe on a 
pleasure trip, was received by Presi- 
dent Fallieres at the Elysee palace.
